From, whence ( 
he privately convey'd himſelf over into France, where his Queen 
ws already landed. His withdrawing thus gave Occaſion tor a 
Convention of the States of the Realm, which gave the Civil 
nd Military Power to the Prince; and after ſome Debates de- 
cared the Throne vacant, and King James to have Abdicated. 
the Crown and Government, Which ſoon after they conferred 
don the Prince, with a due Regard to his Princely and Sublime 
Quliications, to the Claim he had to the Crown in Right of the 
frinceſs his Wife; but chiefly to his great Expence, Hazard, 
conduct, Courage, and Generoſity, in Reſcuing us both from 
piritual and temporal Slavery. And, to demonſtrate further 
their Gratitude, together with the great Value they had for the 
rinceſs, they raiſed her joyntly with the Prince to the Degr 
of a Soyereign. The publick Acts to run in the Name of bo 
hut the Executive Power to be ſolely in the King 3 ſo that the 
Prince and Princeſs were made equal in Dignity, but hot in Au- 
tority. Thus began the Reign of King William III. with his 
loved Conſort Queen Mary, Feb. 12. 1688, and Their Majeſties 
vere both Crowned together with great Pomp 55 Solemnity 

n the 11th-of April following. A Reign in which he rug 
ged with ſuch Difficulties as required Fob's Patience and Solo- 
men's Wiſdpm to go through, for his Crown proved but a 
Crown of, Thorns. At Home he had a malignant Party to Keep 
under, that ſtopd up for King James. Some of which in En 
lad piotted againſt his Life ; Others made it their Buſineſs to 
give i to our Enemies, and work the Nation into 2 
zeneral Dilguſt, while we laboured under heavy Taxes. Then 
nas the Trade of the Nation brought to a low ebb, Proviſions 
grew exceſſive. dear, and our Merchants Loſſes at Sea Innumę- 
uble, which added much to our Misfortunes. But 1 
more like to Piſtract us at. once under thoſe Calamities, tt 
the groſs Abuſe of our hammered Coin, the great Caſh of th 
Nation, which was Clipt almoſt half in half. The Miſmanage 
nent of the publick Monies, a ag Part of which went 
rivate Purſes, was another terrible Grievance, at .o criti 
future: In ſhort, all Engines were at work to cauſe a Civit 
War at Home, while we could hardly ſtruggle with our forein 
War with France, and tis a Matter of Amazement holy. we 1 0 
eff without Inte! ide Troubles. In Scotland, the Jacobite Party 


Indeavoured fp fruſtrate the 'Reyolution, by appearing in open 
Arms under the Command of Viſcount Dundee, while the Caſtle 
of Edenburg (then under the 225 of Caurdon) held out for 
King ame. But Dundee beings n in Fight in Auguſt. 1629, 


nd his Forces routed, the Caſtle did foon after ſurrender to 
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Ireland, where Popcry * was Reduced 
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ang. in two Campagnes, Two Battels, the firſt at the Boyne, and 
Wa laſt at Aghrim, which drew on the famous Siege of Limerich 
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compleated that glorious Work, and brought the Miſh undet 
when big with hopes of Conquering England, Which wonde 
ful Chain of unaccountable Providences were enough (one wor 
think) to Convince the moſt Obſtinate, that this great Revo 
tion was not only by God's Will or Permiſſion, but that it w 
his own Work ; who is free to diſpoſe of Crowns and King 
doms, to fhew Mercy and Judgment upon whom he pleaſ, 
The Nation being at the ſame time ingaged in a War wit 
France, to curb her exceſſive Power, then driving hard for Ur 
verſal Monarchy, and to Inflave all Europe, His Majeſty, afti 
his Victorious Campagne at the Bayne, went Yearly to Comma 
in chief the Enpliſh and Dutch Forces in the Low. Countri 
Where. the French proving always Superiour in Number did ofte 
baffle us in the Field. But their Victories proving exceſſive dea 
and their Power waſting by frequent Battels, we got by ſpinnir 


out the War to Nine Years Continuance what could not be ei on, 
ed otherwiſe. In ſhort, France grew ſo tired, her Treafur lng 
exhauſted, and her beſt Officers ſlain or worn out, that Mig 
tought for Peace; not (I confeſs) in a precarious manner, b he 
nder the lofty Notion of giving Peace to Europe. During t cu 
bloody War, the principal Land-Battels were fought at Fl: nth 
Steen-Kirh , and Landen, in which the Field remained to thi b 
_m but with great Slaughter on their Side, eſpecially in fr & 
aſt. "The two Sieges of Namur are alſo very remarkable, thn" hin 
firſt ſucceſsful to the French, the laſt to the Confederates ; wh eck 
carried it with the utmoſt bravery from an Army within con lt 
manded by a Mareſchal, and in the Sight of a French Army wit nat 


put, confiſting of at leaſt zoo000 Men, under the Command « 
Mareſchal Villeroy. At Sea we had two general Fights, and bot 
in the Channel. The firſt of which proved Succeſsful to 
French by a Myſtery; but in the laſt ve got ſo compleat aVidtor 
that the Royal French Fleet never durſt ſince appear in fight t 
ours. At laſt in 1697. a Treaty of Peace was ſet on foot

Dvertiſements. As He was bred up a Proteſtant after the Cal- 
mian Way, He always retained a great Tenderneſs for Difſen- 
ters, while he, publickly profeſſed the eſtabliſhed Religion of this 
Realm, and was ever averſe to Perſecute People on account of 
their Belief. As for his acquired Parts, his Health had not per- 
nitted Him when young, to applyhimſelf much to Study. Be- 
ſdes the Dutch, his native Language, he ſpoke F ench well, En- 
{ih and German, pretty well. Something of the Mathematicks 
fe underſtood, eſpecially Fortifications.
